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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to applicant's appeal brief filed on 07 May 2007. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 3-5 in the appeal brief filed on 07 May 2007, 
with respect to claims 12-22 have been fully considered and arie persuasive. It is 
agreed that Fig. 39 of Thompson is relevant to L2MX complexes only, and that the prior 
art relied upon, including Thompson, lacks a teaching or suggestion to use the 
arylquinoline ligand of Thompson in a L3M complex. Accordingly, the prior art rejections 
of claims 12-22 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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• Claims 12-20 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest an iridium compound featuring an L3M structure that utilizes the fluorine 
substituted phenylquinollne ligands as specifically claimed In claims 12-17; and 

• Claims 21-22 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest, in combination with the other claim limitations, an organic electronic 
device that includes an emitting layer with an emission maximum ranging from 
570 to 700 nm, wherein at least 20 % by weight of the emitting layer includes at 
least one iridium compound with the third formula as clainied in claim 21, and 
wherein the ligands are fluorine substituted and have the structure (XI) and/or the 
structure (XII) as claimed in claim 21 .
